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MEMORANDUM FOR THF IR TCJID^JT 
Subjeoti Klkoyan'a call 

During opening exchangee thla morning vit^ Milcoyan 
concerning hio trip to the Coaet, he indicated a belief that 
US foreign polioiee might change after the next election, I 
assured him that rogardleaa of party the TTniteA state* would 
hold to the earn prlnolplee and follow, in the abaenoe of 
ohanged oondltlona, the earns polio ie a. 

Following are the eubjeota dieouaaed in the order they 
eane up, with a brief comment on each. 

*• Berlin . Mlkoyan invited sup estlone or amendnienta 
to their proposal, I pointed out the eeriouaaeaa of the 
aituation and our determination to maintain our rlghta. In 
a further dleoueaion of Berlin at the close of the afternoon erg 
session I told hire that the Britieh and French Oo remnant a hadg^ 
authorised me to aay that they fully aaaoolated theaselvee wltfeS 
thla poaltlon, J~ 

~~ 2* Germany. Eaoh of us expounded at length our cstabllsfii 
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i ^ -4?oai|tlona, Intereatlng items whioh came up were, first, Mlkeyan'i 
* aaaertion 
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esaertion that the insurrection of June 1953 In Kaet Oermeny 
would not recur. (I told him wo would not wont to aeo It roour 
for tho involvements might bo too aerloua.) Second, Mlkoyan 
gave aome intimation that confederation of tho two Oenaanya 
might bo an intermediate atop to complete reunification. 

*• T^« yiar flm«t » I raiaod with Mikoyan tho dangor apota 
of Korea, Indochina, and particularly Taiwan. Ho waa tough and 
reserved on tho matter but agreed with ma that ohant*oa ahould 
not ba achieved by violence, 

k» Middle Eaat . I emphasised tho reliance of Woatern 
Surope on Middle Eastern oil mid tho lino of communications 
through the area. He diaolaimed any Soviet intervention in any 
of the countries. The Iraqi revolution, ho aaid, had aurprlaed 
the Sovieta. He eacpreeaed ooncern over the bilateral aeourity 
agreements we are negotiating with Paklatan, Iran and Turkey, 
The discission of this eubjeet continued in our afternoon aeaaion 
in whioh Nikeyan reverted to theae agreement* and aald that their 
signature would deteriorate our relatione with the ua.iR. I 
explained their nature and the need for collective aeourity 
arrangements in the face of Soviet power and threats. 

£• Unclear Te st Talks . I aaid we would try to work out 
voting queation but that we ineleted effeotiveneea of control 
must not be frustrated. I repeated our deaire for an agreement. 

He commented 
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He commented that if we reached agreement here It might lead 
to other more Important agreomente. 

b* Surprise Attack Conference . I told him that we vera 
reconsidering the matter and studying tha reoord. Whlla anxious 
to resume talk I aald that injeotion of political matters by 
Soviata al tared character of telka aa we had anvlalonad them. 

7« Atomic Arms for Germany , MIkoyan aakad me If we were 
giving atoralo weapons to Germany, I told him that we oould not 
give them to anyone under the law and that we had no Intention 
of changing It, I aald any auoh weapona In Europe were under 
US control, 

8* Loat Airmen . I brought up question of the 0-130 shot 
down by the Soviets. He aald they had told ua all they knew 
of the matter and that there would be no point in their holding 
any survivors or additional bodies. He expreaaed irritation 
at repeated raising of thla issue. 

I than reverted to the Berlin situation aa noted above. 
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
